To build and furnish a manufactory 
requires capital. In some countries cap- 
ital is advanced by the Government for 
the erection of industrial institutions, or 
the Gorernment itself sometimes carries 
them on. What a manufactory is to the 
manufacturer, the laud aud tho necessary 
implements are to the farmer— his stock in 
trade. To create a farm requires capital, 
bnt tbo capital need not be money; it 
may in farming bo manual labor and 
intelligence. Every healthy intelligent 
and industrious man possessos a certain 
amount of capital within himself, which 
properly applied produces interest and 
enables him to live, and, in muuy in- 
stances, to save a considerable amount 
of his earnings. To enable him to live, if 
be be poor, his capital must bo immedi- 
ately productive; yet in the case of tho 
farmer it is not so. He has a longer or 
shorter period to wait until what he sows 
produces its result. It is this very fact 
that makes it difficult for a fanner to 
settle excepting ho has a little money to 
koep him in tbo necessaries of life, or can 
obtain some intermediate employment to 
enable him to do so, or get credit, tho 
last desideratum being as a rule the least 
desirable. What is the usual course of 
a man who settles upon a preemption 
claim of one hundred and twenty acres? 
The first year he will build a small cabiu, 
and probably cultivate, say, five acres of 
and and fence it in. Hero is tho start- 
ing point, and if bo can manage to stand 
OQt the hardship of the first year, ho is 
all right, because he will in that period 
have raised sufficient to feed himself. 
Each sncceeding year the hardships be- 
come less, and his cultivated land in- 
creases in extent and productiveness; so 
that after a few years, by his own labor— 
which it his capital— he has created a 
valuable homestead and become rich, 
and has enriched the country at the Bamo 
time. It will be seen at once why pro- 
duction incroases so slowly when tho pro- 
ducer is a poor man, and ihoy are for tho 
most part poor men who settle upon our 
landi. It is, however, very gratifying to 
find that poor farmers are most successful. 
We conld point out many cases showing 
this to be correct. Most of our farmers 
hereabout commenced with little or uoth 
ing but their own labor and intelligence. 
Look at them now 1 It is this clasB 
that are most required; sober, healthy, 
industrious men with bravo hearts and 
and willing hands; a little ambi'.ion 
to rise in the world and very lit- 
tle capital besides) their labor to 
enable them to begin. To encourage 
tbem to begin they must have a reason 
able certainty that their labour will not 
be lost; that is, that they will be able to 
sell their productions at a profitable rate; 
i Q fact, that their capital will bo safely 
and well invested. That object is ob- 
tained by the Tariff -which impoaes a 
doty of thirty cents upou every hundred 
pounds of barley, oats and malt, and 
thirty-five cents upon the same amount of 
wheat, the duty on flour being still higher. 
All imported dairy productions are 
heavily taxed ; fruits and every agricul- 
tural production likewise. This Colony 
has miles of good land which it is willing 
to give away. This colony is, as it \verc_ 
a largo agricultural manufactory, but un- 
iurnished and unoccupied, save by Un- 
profitable tenants, viz.: the productions of 
nature. To turn out these tenants and 
occupy their placo with useful and more 
valuable ones is tho duty of the Govern- 
ment. To nuke that laud produce tho 
half million dollars' worth of agricultural 
produce, instead of as tho country now 
annually imports it from foreign places, 
is of the utmost importance to tho whole 
colony— of. at least, as maoh importance 
as any other productive pursuit. Until 
a country has clour and cultivated land 
upon a largo scale, it cannot compete 
with a neighbouring country which hns. 
To get this clear and cultivated soil out 
of our present natural laud will and does 
coBt something; and that outlay tho 
country Bhould' bear more or Icbs of, bo- 
causo by so doing it is not only improving 
itsolf but also investiug its present capital 
with the certainty of futuro profit. The 
Government does net uctually pay the 
money for clearing tbo land and making 
it cultivable; but tho Government rc.« 
ceivos tho monoy which the peoplo pay 
for that purpose. That money is paid 
through tho instrumentality of tho tariff 
or customs duties; but is not returned 
and reapplied directly to the cloariug of 
land or immigration as porhaps it ought 
to be, but is used for other purposes that 
are still beneficial to tho country. The 
tariff on agricultural products, then, is 
beneficial. 1st. Because it enables thoso 
who are undergoing the toil, trouble and 
orpenso of clearing land aud making 
farms to compote with foreigners close at 
hand who havo their farms already in a

1 coufidenco, encourages settlement, increase 
I of population and home produotion. 2d. 
It enriches the country by oausing its 
wild and encumbered lands to become 
cultivated, Bnd thereforo more valuable 
and capable of sustaiuiug and maintaining 
a greater number of people. 3d. (per 
contra) Without tbe customs duty, set- 
tlement and production would not take 
place; much of the country would remain 
a wilderness, and we should be obliged to go 
on importing a half million dollars worth 
of food aud bleeding the country to that 
amounJ annually. Taking this view of 
tho subject it is tho country that is bene- 
diced by tho tariff. It is not tho farmer 
who is protected; but the country's agri- 
cultural manufactory (so to spunk) or 
interest in which the farmers are the 
employed. Tbo agriculturist, thorefore, 
has a duty to preform to tho country, 
and that is to employ tho its money 
intrusted to his cbargo in tho most ad- 
vautugeous way; by so doing bo will 
advanced both the country and himself. 
Wo ask our farmers, kindly but seriously, 
to mako good use of tbe advantages 
oll'erod by tho couutry through tho tariff; 
to mnko every endeavour to clear uud 
cultivato more laud as quickly as 
possible; to exert themselves to tho 
uimost to raise eufficieDt to sustain 
tho Colony and thus prevent the 
efflux of money to porohuia food 
and practically show for prove that the 
encouragement is duly appreciated. Far- 
mers! now is your time. Make good and 
wise use ot tho advantages given, and you 
may indeed become wealthy, and assist 
lo mako the country highly prosperous 
wise. You who are prosperous and

In whatever is done towards an ameliora- 
tion of our present form of Government, im- 
mediate action must be taken.

oar viows on the public us somoihmg supo- 
noi because they are ours. We spoak to 
them as lellow oitizons, wit'i a hearty desiro 
for their, and of courao oar, wolfare. Re- 
sponsible Government, we foar, caunot be ac- 
complished at present ; and tlia Colony must 
not romaiu al a standstill because that hap- 
pens to be tbe case. Lot us then quickly 
avail ourselves of what wo know can be 
had ; but to securo it we must go thorough- 
ly about it. Petitions must be circulated 
in every settled community on both the Is- 
land and the Mainland, and as soon ub filled 
let the whole be sent to the Homo Govern- 
ment. In saying what wo now do we meiely 
state what we know to bo tbo truth, and al- 
though more precise statements aro not per- 
mitted us, we ask all intelligent ti'.izons to 
prepare themselves for immediate action in 
tbe premises and to discouutenance those who 
are purposely misleading them. We may 
add that ihe true fiiends of Iho Colony are 
busily at work in Loudon endeavoriug to 
bring about a timilar result ; wo have only 
to act in conjunction and oil will be well.

The anniversary ol the American Eqnal 
Rights Association was hold at Stiinwny 
Hall to-day. Tne assemblage was mainly 
composed ol ladies, and was very largo and 
intelligent. Elizabeth Oady Stanioo was 
Provident. Luoy Stone rood the roport of 
the Executive Committee, showing the el- 
forts ol tbe Society tn have woman Bnflrago 
introduced in Congress aod tbe various 
rfta'es. Hev. O. B. Frotbingbarn argued 
sirongly in faror ol woman's light to voie. 
Mr. Sianton followed with an address on 
woman's rights and wrongs. Luorelia Molt 
was elected President lor the next year. Rev. 
St'nhen C. Foster made a rambling speech, 
being sometimes oalled lo order. He made 
an aitnck on Miss Anthony in legard to the 
manner in which ebe left the accounts ot tbe 
Society. 

Mise Anthony pronouncod the statement 
respecting her as IbIbs. Mrs StaDton also 
took exceptions as to the slurs the peison 
oast on ber official conduct. The chairman 
decilod Fosier oui of order, wbiob was 
loudly applauded by the spectators. Fosier 
resumed bis remarks but was loudly biased. 
Grace Douglass attempted to atop a generul 
quarrel, but wilh little efleot, as the audi- 
ence evidently listened to the speaker uoder 
protest. Foctor cjijmed thai ho bad ihe 
floor by right and did not propose to yield it 
this lime. The ladies became exciiod and 
threatened the speaker by aid of the po lice . 
It was difficult in the excitement to hear the 
speaker, but it was understood that bo 
claimed the Associaiion proaohed ono doo- 
irmo aod practiced another. He said ho had 
been declared out of ordor boeause he oon- 
iradicted the assertion of a woman, from 
which he supposed he oouli] contradict a 
mini on that platform but not a woman. 
Thai is a woman's rightp, with a vengoanoo. 
Blaokwell defonded Miss Anthony. He 
added that tbo Revolution hud not always 
aoied in good faith towards the negro, bat ho 
knew noiiher Mrs Stanton nor Miss Anthony 
wero to bjaime. G. F. Train had with- 
drawn from it. Io the luturo it will advo- 
vocate the equal rights ol al'. 

Fred. Douglas tollowed. Ho thought 
tbeie was an elemeDt on tbo stage direoiod 
toward tbe negro in tho address of Mis. 
Stanton, Home comparisons in tbe same rt- 
port reflected severely, he fclioqgbt on tbo 
black raoe, He was sorry |;o be compelled 
to Bay ha bad noticed tbe sarno eyidenoa of 
backsliding in the Revolution, tie referred 
in forcible language to tho acts of ruffianism 
oomm tted against the blaoks iu tbia city 
during ihe July riots, and argued in fuvqr of 
lights of tbe ballot for blatjk women aa well 
as whim. Mba Anthony followed In * 
•peeuh in favor of woman auffrage, during 
which sbo insinuated that thp right of the 
ballot bad beon given to tho negro ot the ox. 
peine of woman. Mrs Morton said she should 
Dot consider tho woman question and tho 
Qhj.as question B! the same lirao aaosible.
